Our bodies, minds and souls need 
rest and sleep lf we are to function 
efficiently. T h at’s why business men 
provide vacations for employes and 
break the day’s work with rest |>erl- 
ods. 
T hat's why. as a nation, we 
find 
it economically 
wIm*. 
apart 
from religious considerations, to ob­ 
serve Sunday as a day of rest. 
During these war days when hie 
Is so rushed and so filled with a con­ 
sciousness of vital tasks to be done 
and services to be rendered, there Is 
danger th a t we will forget this les­ 
son. 
If we do, our accomplishment 
will .suffer and our national health 
will be endangered. 
Fatigue Is nature's signal for a 
rest. 
It is thc safety device thut 
calls for a check in activity or 
routine before perm anent injury is 
done 
laboratory experim ents with 
school boys, office girls and factory 
workers prove that, while ability to 
work may continue unchanged for 
a time, if effort Is prolonged to tho 
point of fatigue, the am ount of e n ­ 
ergy needed to produce It increases, 
accuracy decreases and eventually 
a point is reached after which re­ 
turn to norm al accomplishment d e ­ 
mands an overly long rest jjeriod 
So fundam ental Is our need for 
rest th a t if we continue activity too 
long, we literally go to sleep stand­ 
ing up 
But how m uch sleep the 
individual needs is dependent on 
age, health, activity and general 
constitution 
m ake-up 
Until 
a 
child is six years old he needs a 
nap during the day 
Ordinarily, 
growing children need about ten 
hours sleep in 24, teen age young­ 
sters at least eight and many adults 
also And this to be an absolute 
minimum 
How well one sleeps may prove 
more im portant tlian how much. 
We all need a quiet room, a firm 
com fortable bed and un up* n win­ 
dow lf sleep is to restore us a* it 
should. 
In planning for rest, remember 
th at it implies more than mere ces­ 
sation from activity, {test is a m at­ 
ter of thc* mind as well as of tile 
body.
